(2) Paragraph 5 a - it is recommended that an additional 
sub-paragraph be added to r of loot the " Aafklasrungs " activitiec 
conducted under the sponsorship of the West German office, in 
conjunction with other West German erg&nisatlons/groups. Wo 
suggest that the German language monthly activities report of 
that office, which wo forward each month to the Home Office, 

be used, as a reference as to the appropriate wording of this 
sub-paragraph . 

(3) Paragraph 5 0 - the organisational breakdown cited no 
longer applies in toto. Sections 1, 11,111, Y, and YX are 
unchanged* Section IT is now the West German office, formerly 
looted In Goettingen, now in Hannover. (Hotel DTLIHEH hae named

B. Administrative Plant Be adjustments except those initially 
suggested in Reference £ appear t« b e necessary. As you sill recall, 
the Paragraph 2 B/Rcfer no* B proposal led to a spate of oerrespendenoe 
(References K,£G), none of which resolved the issue in question. It 
seems to us that the latter three References propose too many refined legal 
aspects, which, from an operational point-cf-viaw, would prove either 
Impractical or cumbersome to apply to our Reference B proposal. Wo 
incline to the opinion that £BBA»fc*s equity in RTLTMXll'e real property 
probably not be secured in an Iron-clad legal manner without rather 
complex or intricate procadur ea . Since our content to dfLJXW le
